PUN TO GET FEDERAL HELP 


Positive Obligation Should Be Placed 


Upon States to Give Aid to 


County Units. 


That federal aid funds should here- 


after be expended only upon roads 
which are Includwl In an intercoiiniy 


' system of main highways, is becoming 
u fixed policy in many states, despite 
the fuel that the present mad act does 
not require suvli use of the money. 


Pennsylvania, Virginia, Ohio, Indi- 


-•ma, Illinois, Wyoming .and Washing- 
ton recently have practically decided 
to confine line federal money to roads 
that count in well-delhied state sys- 
tems. 


"If the national^ government is to 


continue the policy <>f appropriating 
federal 1'unds to the 48 stales for high- 
way improvement, a positive obligation 
sljould be placed upon the slates to 
give aid to their county units," asserts 
President David Jameson of the Amer- 
ican Automobile association, which or- 
ganization devoted its country-wide 
energies to the passage of the federal 
aid road act and urged such legislation 
at a time when it was far fronr popu- 
lar. 


"If It Is the correct thing—and we 


believe that it is—for tlie wealthier 
and more .settled states to give as- 
sistance through the federal treasury 
to the less populated and undeveloped 
parts of the country, this national co- 
operation carries with it an obligation 
to the state to function as a common- 
wealth, in the form of inlercoimty 
roads built and maintained entirely at 
state expense. 


"While it has been found necessary 


in some states to employ automobile 
registration money in floating state 
bond issues, this should not ho done 
except as n last resort, simply because 
there is need of yearly maintenance 
funds and these are best supplied by 
the, registration and oilier tuxes col- 
lected from motorcar owners. 
The 


total of this money for the whole coun- 
try now exceeds $80.000,000."

miikc up for ordinary expansion and 
improvement needs on existing line? 
which were inlerrup'cd by tho war 
ami lo a large extent deferred alto- 
gel her.

Kailrond managers realize Hint even 


if (he neci'ssnry new cnpilal wns avnil- 
iftle it would lie practically n physical 
Impossibility for the railroads to ac- 
complish any Iarf;e part of this de- 
layed and accumulated work during 
the present year. 
Consequently the

Vast Amount of Work to Be Done. 
Walker D. llincs, Director General

Cummins, chairman of Senate Inter- 
state Commerfvj Comniltlee, and .Rep-

sented this phase of the railroad prob- 
em to (hem in urging the necessity

.0 prepare the railroads to serve ade- 
quately the increased traffic throughout 


he country. 


"In (tie year or two prior to the be- 


ginning of federal control Hits work 
was largely arrested by tho difficulties 
if securing materials and labor and 
ilso by the difficulty of securing new 
apitul. 
Vim-Ing the year 1018 this 


work was largely restricted to things 
which could be promptly done mid 
which would have a relation to win- 
ihig the war and alsn restricted by 
he scarcity of materials. The result 
was that comprehensive programs for 
leveluping Ihe railroads Were largely 
mcrruptoil. 


'During the calendar year 1919 there 


has been unavoidably an almost corn- 
plete stoppage of all these matters be- 
cause of the prospect of early termina- 
tion of federal control and the result- 
ing indisposition on the part of C»n- 
gross to make appropriations." 


The American railroads are more 


than one-third of the railways of the 
world. The traffic hauled on the rail- 
ways of the United States is now three 
times as great as it was twenty years 
ago. In four months now the railroads 
carry as much freight and as many 
passengers as they did then in a year, 
lu the three months alone of the har- 
vest movement in 19:19 the truffle equal- 
ed that of the whole year of 1S9S. 


In 18!)S freight ton miles carried by 


the railroads of the country were more 
than 100,000,000,000 a year. In 1910 
they were more than 250,000,000,000, 
In 1933 more than 300,000,000,000 and 
In 11)18 more than 400,000,000,000. 
Al- 


though the railway mileage Increased 
only about 65 per cent siuce 1S90, im- 
provements In tracks, terminals, equip- 
ment, etc., have been so marked that 
the volume of goods carried (mensiirdd 
In the number of freight tons carried 
one mile) increased more than live 
times from 1S90 to 1917. 


Increased Efficiency. 


Taking account of both freight and 


passenger service, the railroads in 1900 
hauled 180,000 traffic units (freight 
tons curried one mile, plus passengers 
carried pne mile) for each railway em- 
ployee. By 1917, the last year of pri- 
vate operation of the railroads prior to 
the entry of .the United States Into the 
war, that 180,000 had been increased 
to 29i;,00(). 


The following table shows the In- 


crease in efficiency of American rail- 
roads since 11100, which enabled the 
railroads to keep pace w'i 
of the country: 


Ton miles increased 
Passenger miles Increased. 
Truckage increased 
Cars anil engine increased.. 
Workers increased 
Output per worker increased 
<JO% 


Average train load increased 130% 
These fliriires show that the traffic 


hauled by *.• railroads of the country 
has increased more than three times 
as fast as the trackage, more than 
twice as fast as the equipment and 
more than tSvice as fast as the number 
of workers. This has been made pos- 
sible by far-sighted Investment of new 
capital to increase the eHiclency of the 
transportation facilities and thereby 
enable the railroads to increase the 
amount of traffic handled and reduce 
the amount of labor required to handle 
it.
